A review of the work of the 
Santa Ana Valley Irrigation com­ 
pany during the past year is con­ 
tained in annual reports of 
the 
directors, of Secretary O. E. Man­ 
sur, and of Superintendent 
W . A. 
Ralph. These reports have 
been 
sent to stockholders of the 
com­ 
pany. 
The secretary’s report 
showed 
$197,741.03 
received 
during 
the 
year, of which $85,441.05 was from 
water sales and $32,716.04 
from 
assessments. 
The 
disbursements 
included 
$28,500 for real estate. 
The annual report of the direc­ 
tors, A. N. Saxton, W. A. Green­ 
leaf, A. M. Robinson, I. L. March- 
ant and C. A. Palmer, reads 
as 
follows: 


Pumping Plant 


“ This year 
we completed 
the 
installation of the pump at the 
well on the south bank of the San­ 
tiago creek near McPherson, and 
when tested out it pumped a little 
| over 200 inches of water and since 
then we have changed the bowls 
in sam9 and have increased 
the 
amount pumped very materially. 
Our other pumping plants 
ran 
with very little trouble during the 
entire season 
and the water 
in 
the wells kept up remarkably ■well. 
As you will notice, our indebted­ 
ness has increased this year, ow­ 
ing to the buying of two parcels of 
land, about twelve acres adjoining 
our reservoir, and a twenty-acre 
piece on Newpodt road. The latter 
piece was bought to run water on 
that gets down to the end of the 
ditches and 
will be sown 
to al­ 
falfa. 
Delivery of Water 
From what we can learn, 
the 
system for the delivery of 
water 
during the past season was very 
satisfactory, as we kept the water 
on application all season and did 
not have- to limit tho amount at 
any time, although we used the 
entire amount to which we were 
entitled 
to of the 
flow 
of 
the 
river. Also we ran our 
pumping 
plants to their full capacity 
dur­ 
ing the entire season and availed 
ourselves of the use of a few pri­ 
vate pumping plants for a 
short 
period. This was the first year in 
the history of the company that 
we did not have to place water 
on regular run and limit. 
“ The past year has been 
the 
most successful of any year since 
the organization of the Water Con­ 
servation association, both in the 
amount of water spread and in fchc 
extension of the system. 


W ater Spread 


There has been spread 
during 
the past season over 76,000 
acre 
feet, 
equal 
to 
1,900,000 
miner 
inches for one day. This is more 
than enough to fill the Bear Valley 
reservoir. 
It can not 
he claimed 
that all of this water is held or 
made available for future use, nor 
that any of it is available for im­ 
mediate use, hut is is certain that 
a large percentage of it is finally 
available for use during the sea­ 
son 
following 
its 
conservation, 
this is an advantage rather than a 
detriment, for the reason that the 
surface runoff 
following a 
wet 
year, such 
as last 
winter, 
sus­ 
tains the flow during the ensuing 
irrigation eeason while the water 
conserved replenishes the supply 
during the later years, which may

LONG BEACH GAS RATES 


The So uthern Co unties Gas Co mpany o f Califo r­ 
nia, which supplies the cities o f Lo ng Beach and Seal 
Beach and the districts o f Wilmingto n and San Pedro , 
as well as mo st o f the cities and co mmunities o f 
Orange co unty , has applied to the State Railro ad 
co mmissio n fo r an inv estigatio n o f the reaso nableness 
o f the rates in effect there fo r natural gas supplies 
in that district. 
The co mpany states in its applica­ 
tio n that it has been supply ing the Lo ng Beach ter­ 
rito ry with natural gas since 19 16 , and that during 
the last y ear there has been disco v ered and dev elo p­ 
ed, adjacent to Lo ng Beach, the Signal Hill o il fields 
which hav e pro duced large quantities o f natural gas, 
a co nsiderable po rtio n o f which is being used by the 
applicant to supply its custo mers in the so uthern 
district. 
Owing to the pro x imity o f the Signal Hill district 
to the city o f Lo ng Beach, the o fficials o f that city 
hav e demanded that the rates no w in effect be re­ 
duced, alleging that the present charges are ex cessiv e. 
The co mpany requests that the railro ad co mmissio n 
inquire into the rates charged and if they are fo und 
to be unreaso nable, to establish new rates which 
will be fair and equitable to all co ncerned. 
This presents the v ery unusual case o f a co mpany 
apply ing to hav e its rates rev ised if necessary . 
But 
mo re than likely it is a mo v e to secure equity to the 
o ther co mmunities and to prev ent discriminatio n 
ie 
fav o r o f Lo ng Beach. 
A part o f the gas supply is 
piped fro m the o ld o il fields in this co unty , many 
miles distant fro m Lo ng Beach, and the co mpany 
do es no t see the justice o f charging two rates fo r 
its gas, no r o f selling the o ld gas belo w co st because 
o f the new. 
It argue« that Lo ng Beach, which has a 
rate established fo r the who le district, o ught no t to 
receiv e discriminato ry treatment because o f its near­ 
ness to Signal Hill. 
The city o fficials think that the 
Signal Hill gas o ught to be used to benefit Lo ng 
Beach and let the rest o f the district go o n pay ing 
the rate determined by the higher field. 
The co m­ 
pany appeals to the railro ad co mmissio n to settle the 
matter and to fix upo n a rate that will be equitable 
fo r the who le field. 
Its co ntentio n seems to be right, 
namely , that the who le district is entitled to benefit 
by the reductio n made po ssible by the pro duct o f 
Signal Hill. 
Orange co unty is deeply interested, o r o ught to 
be, in the Lo ng Beach situatio n. 
In y ears go ne by 
when natural gas fo r industrial use in this co unty 
became scarce it was po inted o ut that industrial gas 
was scarce because do mestic gas, so ld at a rate abo v e 
the industrial rate, had to be supplied Lo ng Beach. 
Orange co unty residents 
hav e 
nev er 
felt 
kindly 
to ward the div ersio n o f gas pro duced here to po ints 
elsewhere ex cepting when this co unty was first giv en 
all it co uld use. 
The who le situatio n, including rates, is o ne that 
o ught to be inv estigated, carefully fro m the Orange 
co unty standpo int.

Abo ut 5 0,000,000 bushels, o r mo re than 11 per 
cent o f last y ear’s cro p o f white po tato es, were left 
in the gro und o r destro y ed o n the farms.

No rthwest, to a po int where digging and marketing 
did no t pay . 
One o f the wo rst features o f the situatio n is that, 
while farmers lo st their cro ps and their labo r, retail 
prices in many o f the centers o f po pulatio n were 
little lo wer than in y ears o f scanty pro ductio n.

THE NICARAGUA CANAL 


The idea o f digging 
a 
canal, 
alo ng the 
o ld 
Nicaragua ro ute, to supplement the Panama Canal, 
tho ugh by no means new, struck the public this time 
o ut o f a clear sky . The co untry has no t been think­ 
ing much lately abo ut canals in Central America. 
There has alway s been a no tio n, to o , that the Pan­ 
ama passage was quite sufficient fo r American needs 
fo r a lo ng time to co me. 
That v iew seems suppo rted 
by the statement that at present, with mo re business 
than usual, the canal is still o perating at o nly 4 0 per 
cent o f its capacity . 
Nev ertheless there is much to be said fo r the pro ­ 
ject. 
It has nev er been certain that the Panama 
ro ute was better. The Nicaragua ro ute has its ardent 
champio ns. 
As indicated o n maps 
o f Nicaragua 
p rinted early in the present century , it sho ws at a 
glance that it wo uld sav e nearly 1,000 miles to an 
American ship ply ing between o ur eastern and west­ 
ern coast. 
A t an engineering pro blem, it is said to be co m- 
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Recent leagu ing of the rep u blics of Central Amer­ 
ica to p reserv e ju st p eace in that p art of this 
hemisp here, is to be ex p anded to inclu de all Ameri­ 
can nations, if the p lans of President Bru m, of 
Uru gu ay , are accep ted at the Pan-American Con­ 
gress, to meet nex t month in Santiago, Chile. 
Be­ 
sides maintaining the Monroe Doctrine, the Uru ­ 
gu ay an p rogram wou ld make p rov ision for encou rag­ 
ing the idea that international relations are fou nd­ 
ed on the p rincip les of ju stice and solidarity , w ith­ 
ou t taking into accou nt differences of race, op in­ 
ion, langu age, cu stoms or religion. 
This is an 
ex cellent p rincip le which shou ld be observ ed faith­ 
fu lly by and between the American rep u blics. 
This Uru gu ay an p lan also wou ld intensify inter- 
American friendship , cu ltiv ating the sentim ent of 
solidarity among the members and bringing abou t 
increased knowledge of each other. 
A v ery lau d­ 
able p u rp ose indeed—p articu larly the fostering of a 
more intim ate knowledge of each other by all the 
American rep u blics. 
This can be done by in-| 
creasing the newsp ap er p ress serv ice bearing u p on 
news hap p enings in all American rep u blics. 
It 
also can be p romoted by closer and swifter means 
of trav el among these cou ntries and means of 
commu nication 
by 
cables, 
wireless 
and 
other­ 
wise. 
The Uru gu ay an p lan wou ld contribu te to the 
increase of the friendly relations of the members 
with the other cou ntries of the world—which is 
v ery commendable. 
And this p lan wou ld p rov ide for the solv ing, by 
means of arbitration, inv estigating committees or 
by the mediation of other members, of all con­ 
flicts of an international character, whatev er their 
natu re. 
This shou ld be a p owerfu l influ ence and 
force for p reserv ing p eace throu ghou t this half of 
the world.

T heir ex p eriences in the p ast relativ e to their 
lands hav e not been v ery satisfactory on the whole. 
They hav e also seen signs of the p ossible influ x 
of 
resort p rofiteers,” who wou ld like to establish 
some sort of concession and control of the famou s 
cany ons that are located near the sp rings. 
The land that the Indians wou ld hav e to sell to 
*he gov ernment is not worth mu ch as agricu ltu ral 
land. 
Its v alu e for commercial p u rp oses is q u es­ 
tionable. 
Bu t it has great v alu e from the scien­ 
tific standp oint of p reserv ation of the aboriginal 
p alms. 
To the Indians it also has great senti­ 
m ental v alu e as 
their ancient homeland. 
They 
gather their wood there and the w ater that they 
u se for irrigation comes from the stream s 
that 
trickle down from the cany ons. 
To those who 
hav e stu died the m atter 
care­ 
fu lly , it is believ ed that the welfare of the In­ 
dians will be more clearly and carefu lly conserv ­ 
ed u nder the national monu ment p lan than in any 
other way . 
The monu ment will hav e to be financ­ 
ed by the p riv ate su bscrip tions from p eop le who 
are su fficiently interested to giv e a considerable 
su m of money . 
These p eop le hav e sentim ental 
reasons only for su ch actions. 
They will hav e 
an interest in seeing to it that the welfare of the 
Indians is kep t in mind. 
On the other hand, if 
there shou ld be a 99 y ear lease giv en to some of 
the p ersons who desire to ex p loit the cany ons 
for their own p u rp oses, there is a q u estion as to 
w hat wou ld become of the water, wood or any 
other interests the Indians may hav e in the land 
inv olv ed. 
One thing is certain, and that is that there are 
hu ndreds of watchfu l Riv erside cou nty p eop le who 
p rop ose to do all in their p ower to assist and be­ 
friend the Indians w hatev er may occu r.

The India office has annou nced 
its intention of setting u p a com­ 
mission of inq u iry into the general 
conditions of the Indian Civ il Ser­ 
v ice. This decision has not been 
made an hou r" too soon, for great 
nerv ou snesa and ap p rehension ex ­ 
ist among the members of that 
serv ice. 
Nothing 
else cou ld 
be 
ex p ected 
in a 
tim e 
of 
drastic 
change from one sy stem to 
an­ 
other. The Briton has alway s been 
esp ecially good 
at 
ru ling other 
races: his Im p artiality and 
p as­ 
sionate 
sense 
of ju stice, joined 
sometimes to a stabilizing sense 
of his own su p eriority , hav e en­ 
abled him to show toledance and 
leniency , where a man of other 
race and training might hav e felt 
it incu mp bent on him to force ac­ 
q u iescence and attem p t su p p res­ 
sion. 
And 
now 
this 
su p erior, 
skilled, commanding p erson 
has 
got to teach 
inferior 
hands 
to 
hold the reins, instead of holding 
them himself. Natu rally , he 
finds 
it a mu ch more difficu lt task; he 
finds his p u p il cocky , foolish, u n­ 
gratefu l, and often imp ossible 
to 
gu ide, so that the work itself falls 
into a hop eless mu ddle, and ev ery ­ 
one su ffers, not least the p u p il 
himself. 
Some day , many , many y ears 
hence, this p resent task of 
the 
Indian Civ il Serv ice will be 
u n­ 


derstood as one of the greatest 
efforts ev er made by a nation. It 
is one thing, tau ght by the loss of 
the American colonies, for Britons 
to leav e the dominions, p eop led by 
their own race, comp lete freedom 
and au tonom y ; it is q u ite another 
to allow races with none of their 
own long training and strong dis­ 
cip line to inherit a control which 
as a whole they nev er p rev iou sly 
p ossessed. India nev er was—and 
some p eop le think nev er will be— 
one nation ex cep t u nder the Brit­ 
ish raj. Remov e British u nify ing 
control, and 
India’s many ging- 
doms will at once fall ap art and 
begin warring u p on one another. 
This wou ld not su it Great Britain, 
nor India either. W hat has to be 
done is infinitely 
more 
difficu lt, 
and it may 
be 
added, infinitely 
more worth while, than simp ly to 
withdraw 
and 
watch disintegra­ 
tion. The Indian p eop le hav e to be 
tau ght. They do not believ e in the 
necessity —and they shou t all kind 
of w estern generalities abou t self- 
determ ination and the rights of a 
p eop le and a sov ereign state; and 
they identify the British, ju st be­ 
cau se they are of an alien race, 
with ty ranny and op p ression. Yet 
all this m u st be p atiently su ffered, 
not only for the sake of Great B rit­ 
ain, bu t for 
the sake 
of 
India 
itself.
